The fo[lowing is an examiner's statement of reasons for ^Qwance: With respect 
to claims 1, 21, 35, 53, and 56, the prior arts failed to teach or render obvious "to 
produce from at least a second portion of the image signal second image data 
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corresponding to a second image of at least a portion of the subject having a second 
resolution greater than the first resolution". The prior art teaches many types of security 
systems that can image a person for interrogation. However, none of the prior art either 
singularly or in combination teaches the claimed system.
